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REMARKS 

Claims 1-26 are pending in the present application. 

The Examiner has required election in the present application between: 

Group I, claims 1-20 and 26, drawn to an antiglare film having an antiglare layer with an 
uneven surface structure and a resin layer having a low refractive index wherein the antiglare 
film transmits and scatters light with specific conditions; 

Group II, claims 21-25, drawn to a process for making an antiglare film by forming a 
phase separation and curing a resin precursor. 

For the purpose of examination of the present application, Applicants elect, with 
traverse, Group 1, Claims 1-20 and 26. 

The Examiner asserts that the restriction requirement is proper for the reason that "the 
method for making an antiglare film as claimed in the Invention II can be used to make other 
optical element without the specific structure as recited in the antiglare film of the product 
defined in the Invention I." However, the Examiner does not state what other types of products 
could be so made - the mere assertion that such products could be made does not satisfy the 
Examiner's burden regarding the basis for restriction. 
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Indeed, as the claimed method is specifically directed to the production of the claimed 
product, the assertion of the Examiner must fail. Applicants thus request that the restriction 
requirement be withdrawn, and all claims examined.
